XJoder this heading the New York 
World of April 2d sketches a brilliant 
fatui'e for the Dominion if tlii> Rnglisli 
manufacturers and the Canadian 
faraier should "pool their issues" on 
the basis of a groat Britisli zollvcrein. 
It is rioted tliat while British exports 
to. the United States in those branches 
pf^rnde in which British capital and 
British labor arc most heavily inter- 
ested are falling oO" the exports to 
Canada and Australia are increasing in 
spite of the "protection" witli which 
those colonies have been recently alllict- 
ed. It is proposed, therefore, to form 
a customs union of the empire, under 
which the mother country and her 
colonies shall trade on equi.l terms, to 
the exclusion of the goods of those 
foreign nations -.vhich niaiiit:\in high 
tarifl's. Ten years ago this would have 
been regarded as an Utopian vision. 
The proposal to form an imperial feder- 
ation has not hitherto met with much 
favor, simply because its advocates 
cannot explain how either the mother 
country or the colonics are to benefit 
by it; but there are no such insuperable 
objections to the present scheme. An 
Australian trade in canned meats is 
already established, Canada is going 
largely into the live cattle and dairy 
trades, and when her northwest terri- 
tories are developed, the older pro- 
vinces must perforce turn their wheat 
'fiiil'dai^into' pasture lands foi stock rais- 
ing.! 'Muskoka and Parry Soiind in 
Ontario and the Lac St. Jean district 
in Quebec are admirably adapted for 
that purpose, and the provincial gov- 
ernments are hastening to bring them 
into direct communication with the 
trunk lines. The World gazes at Brit- 
ish Columbia through rose-colored 
spectacles when it says that "in British 
Columbia. there are million.s of acres of 
the finest pasturage in the world, the 
grass in the valley of the Eraser river 
being ovpppdinglr stiri-'.nlRnt.j Jind thp. 
settlement of that province by the 
Canadian Pacific railway will open up 
a cattle .market for England capable' of 
supplying all her wants"; but as it says 
nothing about our fisheries which are 
the most important in the Dominion, 
or of our forests, which are now sup- 
plying the shipping of the world with 
spars, its enthusiasm over the agri 
..anlturar branch' of our resour- 
ces inay be overlooked. Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick will send 
England fish, and Prince Edward 
island is even a more fruitful mother 
of potatoes thftn Ireland. But it is in 
the northwest territories that the prob- 
lem will be solved. Professor Macouk 
and other high authorities estimate 
that there are at least 200,000,000 
acres in that lone land capable of pro- 
ducing wheat. At an average of fifteen 
bushels to the acre this would repre- 
sent a crop more than sufficient lo feed 
Europe and America. The Pacific 
railway will be completed through this 
great' wheat belt by 1884, and tributa- 
ry lines are already projected north- 
ward. An attempt is also beinj; made 
^tp. op^n up the old Hudson Bay sea 
route for gi-ain ships. The Hudson 
Bay Company's fur vessels have for 
centuries plied between Stromness in 
the north of Scotland and York Facto- 
ry. Navigation is open for nearly 
six months of the year, and the route 
is shorter than any of the trans- 
atlantic routes now traveled. But 
even if the produce of the northwest 
has to be carried by rail to the waters 
of Lake Superior, the vast annual out- 
put wiil give England all the food she 
needs, and give it to her cheaper than 
Western farmers now supply it. The 
northwest will also furnish unequaled 
cattle ranges. The region lying bc- 
twpnn the Rocky mountains on the 
we«t, the Qu'Appelle river on the east 
and Battle river on the north is covered 
with luxuriant grasses, and the climate, 
tempered by winds and rains from the 
Pacific, is mild enough to admit of the 
cattle running at large through the 
winter. Ranches are already being 
taken up. Air. Brassey iiaa picked out 
60,000 acres, and Lord Dunraven has 
spied out the land and pronounced it 
very good. In a few years the wheat- 
fields and herds of this territory will be 
at England's door; and then the farm- 
(jr of the western and the manufactur- 
er of the eastern states will be forced 
to recant the protection heresy, or suf- 
fer girievoualy by its logical application. 

G£y. JOi; LANE. 

The death of this old soldier and 
politician is announced from Oregon. 
Gen. Lane was an ofScer in tho U. S. 
ar^y/tliat invaded and overran Mexico 
in 1647, where he was noted for his 
gallantry. Jn 1849 he was ajjpointed 
governor of Oregon, then a territory. 
In 1861 he ran on the Breckinridge 
ticket for Vice President against 
Lincoln and Colfax. The secession 
df-tha South: and the bloody war of the 
rebellion followed. For the last ton 
years Gen. Lane has gradually sunk 
out of sight, age creeping on apace. 
His speeches were noted for a vigorous 
and rude eloquence. His enemies used 
to charge him with crasti ignorance and 
many funny' specimens of his ortho- 
graphy were extant 20 years ago.

The old '58 buildings saein to be 
tlooijied to destfuetioii in aomo way or 
other. As if in s)-mpatliy with tlio old 
Leadcnhall corner now in courso of da- 
B.truction a contemporaneous structure 
wliich braved the storm.H of 23 years on the 
water front between Johnson and Yatea 
street haa succumbed to tho influence of 
wind, weather and dry rot, and listed 
over toward, Soutligato's brick building. 
Tills old warehouse for several years past 
has been an appendage of the wholesale 
oBtablishmont of Mr. Earle, who ha.s 
been using it as a storehouse for sundry 
uccumuliitions in connection with his 
mercantile business.

The property belongs to Donald Fraaei 
and tho fall and removal of tho wreck will 
leavo an opening for another brick ware- 
house. Tho warehouse whose days are 
numbered was erected In tho summer of 
1858 and was occupied by Mossi's, A. H. 
Guild arid Jules David — tne former carry- 
ing on a grocery business on the grouiul 
lloor and tho latter a coininis.siDn busi- 
ness on the unper flat. Afterwartls thesu 
gentlemen formed a co-partnerahip under 
the stylo of Guild, David it Co. and re- 
moved from tho building in ISG-I when 
Messra Sporborg & HeufT lejisad the 
premises. From the time that Messrs. 
Sporborg & Reuff engaged in the bu.si- 
ness the old building has remained with 
thom or thoir successor. It is now too 
dilapidated to admit of fuilhcr occupancy, 
and, like many pioneers of the gi'niu limnu 
who.were halo and vigorous 23 years ago, 
il'Is'siiiking quietly into the grave of ob- 
livion.

Motion for $r>0 license was then car- 
ried. 

Skittle Alloys were inserted in tho 
schedule referring to bowling alleys, riile 
galleries.

In tho schedule relating 'to hawking 
merchandise $25 for every sis months was 
inserted instead of .S50.

months; but that amount was all the 
Consolidated Municipal Act, 1881, al- 
lowed. 

The city barrister pointed out a aection 
in that act that conllicted with another 
section with regard to trading licenses. 
The licenses in each schedule were made 
similar by imposing a license of §20 on 
those hawking merchandise and §10 on 
those hawking farm produce, fish, game, 
etc. 

In the scliedulu referring to clubs con- 
taining billiard tables tho licetiso 'dn^ one 
table waa fixed at §100. 

The city barrister was of opinion that 
jT. .ijrtoci:.i:on of persons could not bo 
taxed with a. license, , ; It, had beep tried 
over and over again aiid always failed.; 

Coun. MqLean'cbn8i4ered that it would 
be unwise to littqmpt to' put on a..tax that 
wiiuld bring about' a lawsuit and provo 
iincoUectable. 

Coun. Smith suggested that clubs 
should have tho alternative of paying a 
license or paying for billiard tables. He 
thought tliat 850 for each additional table 
would bo enough. 

It was finally decided that §100 should 
be imposed on one billiard table in clubs 
and §00 for each additional one, or 
a license of §200 per annum for selling 
liquors. 

On tho schedule referring to opium 
smoking being read it was decided that 
the license for so doing should be kept 
in. 

A disciiHsion arose aa to tho advisability 
of allowing manufacturers to sell thoir 
own wares without a retail liceuHO within 
the limits of the municipality. It waa 
finally decided to allow the schedule to 
rotiiaiii over for further consideration and 
tlio opinion of tho city barrister.

James Smith was brought up on remand 
from Monday last for having stolen pro- 
perty' in his possession. 

Conaiderablo interest waa manifested in 
this case, the court-room being pretty well 
cro.vded. 

David Ellis, proprietor of tho Commer- 
cial Hotel, sworn — In consequence of in- 
formation ho received on Saturday night 
last he notified the police that a bo.ardor 
named Nightingale had lost a pair of gold 
spectacles. Witnesa, a police ofiicer and 
Supt. O'Connor went to tho prisoner's 
room where he h.id been staying for about 
throe days, and found tho chain and 
locket beneath the carpet ; these ho recog- 
nized aa his property ; it was kept in a 
room on the ground floor near thekitchon; 
and was there within two or throe days of 
its being found under prisoner's bed ; 
he (prisoner) waa hired fis a cook, but ho 
only prepared one breakfast ; tho door of 
this private room was somotimoa kept 
open; a person might easily pass from tho 
kitchen to this bedroom without being 
detected; tho stolen articles wore usually 
lying in tho top drawur nf a ca.io on a bu- 
reau oppoaito tho door. 

Croas-oxamined by Mr. Tiieodore Davie 
for tho defence. Had two children, one 
aged four and tho other SBven; the chain 
and locket were bouglit for Mrs. Ellis in 
tho ilrat place and afterwards the child- 
ren obtained it to play witli; the children, 
as a general thing, had tho run of tho 
house; tho boarders are aiipposod to lock 
thoir doors and place the koyn on tho key 
board when tlioy leave thoir rooms; was 
not prepared to .say that tho boarders did 
not loavo their rooms unlocked aome- 
timoa; could not say - whether tho rooms 
were left open feu- airing; did not know 
whether prisoner left his room door open 
or not; when witness got up on Sunday 
morning tho key was on tho board. 

In rejily to the Court — >Supt. O'Connor, 
wtlicor Welch, prisoner and witness wont 
to prisoner's room and a search was made. 

Mr. Davie here asked the Court to try 
the case summarily. 

His honor did not think that it sliould 
bo dealt with summarily as it was a seri- 
ous one. At any rate ho would hear 
more evidence. 

James Nightengale, sworn — Was a 
boarder ^at the Commercial Hotel; on 
Sunday inortting last was passing up- 
stairs and hears someone scufiling; saw 
prisoner coming out of room No. 9; wit- 
!ii>B>< wpiit tn Nil 15, his own r'^oiu and 
stayed for perhaps a couple of minutes, 
then wont and .told Mr. Ellis 
what ho had seen ; afterwards went 
upstairs with Mrs. Ellis to prisoner's 
room, No.il8,- and she commenced search- 
ing and found tho chain and toy watch, 
(called a locket in the information) under 
the carpet. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Davie — Tho 
door of No. was open and prisoner's door 
ajar; the others wore closed. 

To the Court. — Room No. 9 waa occu- 
pied by a lady on Saturday ni||ht. 

Ofllicor Welch, sworn. — Witness and 
Supt. O'Connor arrested tho prisoner on 
Cormorant street; upon reaching the ho- 
tel tho prisoner took his key and wont up 
to his room; before commencing the 
search the superintendent charged him 
with having stolen propert)' in his poaaes- 
aion. 

To Mr. Davie.— Hoarel that the chain 
and lucket were in the rcom somewhere 
and under the carpet. 

Mary Ondin, sworn.— Dopoaed that she 
occupied No. 9 room in tho Commercial 
Hotel; shortly before breakfast on Sun- 
day morning last came down stairs when 
she waa told that some ono was coming 
out of her room; she returned and found 
hor pockets turned inside out and things 
disarranged ; siie closed her door when 
she left her room, 

A remand. w'os liero suggested for ono 
Jiiy- 

Mr. T. Davie objected to having tho 
caao adjourned for a day in order to ob- 
tain Mrs. Ellis' evidence; the lady was ac- 
cordinglj' sent for. 

Supt. O'Connor's ovidcu..o waa merely i 
corroborative of what had been given. 

In eross-osamination Mr. Davie wanted 
to know if tho superintendent had given 
any information about the c.iso to tho 
newspaper men. 

Witness declineil to answer tho 
question - as . hei-'was not^i responsiblo 
for anything that ' appeared in the news- 
papers. 

The counsel produced the Standard of 
the 18th inst. and .isked if the witness 
had read the item therein contained. 

Witness' said he had seen it. 

Counsel then read the article in ques- 
tion, to tho amusement nf the audience in 
Court.

TEE LAST HOHEITTS OF TSS 
BA'RL OF SEAOOITSFZELD. 

To bo Burled Beside Ms Wife, 

London, April 19. — Beaconsfield 
took nourish mcut ui) to 1.30. At 
about 2 he became comatose, breathiiig 
with much difKculty. El'rs. Kidd and 
Bruce at oiu'o ap|)lied tho usual restor- 
atives, but for tho first time since his 
illness thev failed to produce anv effect, 
and it becaino evident that death was 
imminent. Lord jJnrrington, Dr. Quain 
and Sir, Philip Rose were hastily sum- 
moned. "Five minutes beforo he ex- 
pired brpathing hecnnio alow and gentle 
and his fai;u very pl.icid. The heart's 
action and pulse continued a few min- 
utes after breathing ceased to be ap- 
parent. Friend.s and nurses continued 
round the bed a few minutes after tho 
pulse ceased, as the end waa so quiet 
chat it wa.s difficult to realize that he 
waa dead. The evening editions of the 
Standard and^Glohr appear in mourn- 
ing. The exnoutors of Benconsfield's 
will are Sir Natlianiel Rothschild and 
Sir Philip Hose. 

Bcaconsfield's will divides the pro- 
perty of deceased bet\veon Ralph Dis- 
raeli and Lord Rowton. 

Nuw York, April 19. — A dispatch 
from London upon the death of Bea- 
consfield states that drowsiness was ap- 
parent in the latter part of last even- 
ing and gradually deepened towards 
midnight, into a stupor, from which 
hia lordship waa with diflSculty arous- 
ed. At 2 this stupor deepened and to- 
wards 3 breathing bfcaine very much 
embarrassed. About fivo minutes bo- 
fore tho breathing ceased SirPhilip Rose 
and Dr. Quain arrived. Then the moat 
placid appearance came over his lord- 
ship's face, which deeply moved all in 
tho room. It was a most touching 
scene aa Lord Rowton, Lord Barring- 
ton, the threo physicians. Dr. Boem 
Young, the servant Janiea, and the two 
nurses watched around tho bed. For 
ten. minutes tho . oipat perfect silence 
waa maintained save weeping. A few 
days ago the east wind, which persist- 
ently blow for ten days, changed into 
beautiful weather find the condition of 
patient improved, and hones were 
entertained of his convalescence; but 
the east wind returned yesterda_^ and 
by last night the tomperaturo had fall- 
en to such an extent that during the 
entire bank holiday much anxiety was 
felt for the noble earl. Conscious to 
the last, he awaited death with much 
fortitude. Arrangements for the fun- 
eral will bo left in charge of the execu- 
tors, unless otherwise ordered by the 
queen. Dean Stanley has offered a 
grave in Westminister Abbey. The 
cast of his featuroa has been success- 
fully taken. Beaconsfield insisted upon 
reading all medical bulletins before 
they were issued and freely criticising 
any points not in accordance with his 
ow^ opinions. He believed that his 
illness would terminate fatally. 

London, April 19. — Beaconsfield 
will be buried by the side of hia wife 
in the graveyard of tiie parish church 
of Hughendon j\Innor. It is under- 
stood that was his earnest wish and di- 
rection. ■ Tho queen and the people 
would no doubt be glad to honor him 
with a .gra.ve.in, Westminister Abbey, 
lint his own wishes will be respected. 

T3:S LAND BILL, 

As 'Vie'vod 1)7 Farrnell, Shav and the 
EagUsli and Zrlsh People, 

London, April 17. — Mr. Parnell ad- 
mits that the land bill goes further 
than he expected it would, and more 
moderate men, of .tlio stamp of Air. 
Wm. Shaw, the senior member from 
county Cork, are perfectly satisfied with 
it. Mr. Parnell demands that tiie 
landlords be expropriated. That is, 
the goiornment should take their es 
tatea from them, indemnifying them 
for loss, as the West India plantation 
owners were indemnified in the aboli- 
tion of slavery,, and that the land 
should be distributed among the people, 
thoTgbrernmflnt giving the new propri- 
etors a. title in fee simple and the latter 
to recompense the government by easy 
installments. Of course such a meas- 
ure is absolutely impossible, at the 
present time, aa the agitator.^ privately 
admit. Mr. Gladstone has gone as near 
the ,»]ine.'that<- divides the readjustment 
of tho relations between landlord and 
tenant from downright confiscation as 
parliament will permit, so long as the 
great landed oligarchy has a voice in 
])ublic affair.s. Indeed, it is known that 
the Duke of Argyie'.s desertion will be 
followed by that of several staunch 
whig members of the upper house, and 
that some of the whig squires in the 
conlmons are not to be depended upon. 
Mr. Shaw reports that tho Irish ten- 
ants are well pleased with the bill. 

Tho machinery in some clauses needs 
strengtliening and the duties and pow- 
ers of tho land commission will have to 
be more clearly defined, liut on the 
whole the measure is highly acceptable 
to Ireland, the only loud grumblers 
being the landlords on ono side and the 
professional agitators on the other. 
The agitation for a revision of the 
land laws is making great headway in 
England. Tbouaands of farms are lying 
idle ahd'tthe -'agricultural depression ia 
moat severely felt even iu the midland 
counties. 
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and Nothing: la Fartloular.^^ . 

Honokong, Starch 23. — Tseng 
Kwong Tsung, uncle of the Chinese 
nunister in England, is appointed to 
succeed Tao Tango as viceroy of the 
northwest Jfroutier. Tso Tsuin Tange 
is appointed president of the board of 
war besides having other high honors 
heaped upon him. These changes in- 
dicate renewed vigor and show that 
the Chinese government has lost none 
of its. interests" iif tKe ' KulHja question 
and is determiped to maintain the posi- 
tion adopted. 

The railway question has been vetoed 
in the imperial council and is shelved 
for a time, but that it should" have 
created so much interest in high quar- 
ters ia conaidered aatisfactory. 

The extensive ,^qp{il cjneasuro5;ijio.rth,-^ 
west of Tien Tsing will bo. workecl by 
the Chineao government. 

King Kalakua waa received with 
great respect by tho Chinese and for- 
eignera in Shanghai. 

The French are gradually completing 
preparations for the annexation of Ton- 
quin, and before the end o£, the .year 
the junction of Tonquin with tho 
French colony of Cochin China is likely 
to be an accomplishtid fact. 

The treaty with Great Britain made 
by tho Siamese government providing 
for increased dutiesbh' imports, bus not 
been ratified by the British Govorn- 
ment, as at the last moment the Eng- 
lish introduced a stipulation that rat- 
ification waa subject to approval of the 
other foreign powsfa having treaties 
with Siam. ^ 

Tho largo profits now'nfade by some 
foreign banks engaged in business ia 
China and Japan show there is ample 
room for other institutions of a similar 
nature. 

Yokohama, April 2. — Rumors are 
prevalent of dissensions in the cabinet 
at Tokio, and it is reported that Eno- 
moto, naval minister, and others will 
retire. The alleged cause is the Japan- 
ese government's conciliatory attitude 
towards China. 

The Mitsu Bislii IVInil Steftmsbin 
Company will probably buy the im- 
portant coal mine at Takkaaima, near 
Nagaski, sbcrtly. Tho company will 
thus have a monopoly of the coar trade 
of Japan, and in a great measure can 
prevent foreign steaiuers running in 
opposition on the coast, .

Tbe Ohiloan-Peruvlau Foaoe. 

New. York, April 16. — A French 
publication styled i?'Corwyjon(/e?ii states 
that it has authority for stating that 
no terms of peace imposed by Chili on 
Peru such as those recently published 
have been brought to tho notice of the 
American government by M. Asta 
Burnuga or Marshal Martinez, who re- 
cently presented to tho president his 
credentials as minister from Chili. 
Those conditions were published in the 
Valparaiso Ifercurio not even as report- 
ed by its correspondent at the seat of 
war, but as an extract from a letter 
written by a simple officer of the vic- 
torious army to a friend at Yalparaiso, 
by whom it was communicated to the 
Chilean organ. The letter merely said 
it was the desire of the array that such- 
conditiona should be impoaed upon 
Peru and that was all. '

'I'lio Uiroctoirt ill m.ikiiig tlioir Annual Ro^wrl havo to inform tho Subsorlbors 
tliat during tho past yoar thoy have Bucceodod in purchasing a plot of land of 5 Bcros 
iuimodiatoT^AdjoiniiijE; thu Hospital, for tlio purpnsoof'orootingan Asylum for Oon- 
valcKcoiits in connection with tho Uoapitali Tho Govornntent havo roted a sum uf 
inoiu'y for tho oroction of tho necessary buikling.s; but boforo tlio works could bo 
ooiniiu'ucod tho novoniniont required tho land to be convoyed to the Crown, which 
ban beon done. Tho coming sf)riiig will, It is hoped, hoo thiH niost noccosary adjunct 
to the institutiona of tho Pnivmoo completed. 

Tho Dir()ctor.s rogrct that tho HoiiHo of A.ssoinbly havo puasod a reaolution coin- 
fk'tely roversing tho policy uiidor which tho Hospital has boon for 90 many yoara 
not uimiicoossfully managod; hitherto tho Qovorntiiont havo boon content with hav- 
iuf; two Direetors? on the Board, and as a rule these Government Directors havo been 
activo and iisoful nioniborti, and have fully answered thu puriii.iHoa forwliicli thoy wore 
pliu'cd on tlio Hoard. 

Tho other Diiocturs arc the nominees of the Huhacribers. Tlic proposed change 
will bo detrimental to tho interests of thoso for whom a hospital is supported. The 
attention necessary to details takos up a great deal of time, and to suppose that work 
which is now performed efficiently by eight gentlemen will bo equally as well por- 
furnicd by four is supposing too much, and the inevitable result will bo a roourronco 
to the worst evils of tho past. Tho interest wliich tho public now take in tho insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lesson, and tho active and friendly assistance given by 
many will h.-M-dly bo extended to .^ purely (Jovoriinieut institution. 

Tho Diroctora havo again to oxpross their thanka to Messrs. Dunamuir and tho 
Vanoouvdr Oofil Oompany for donations of coal and tpivarloua charitable sociotios and 
individuals who havo gonoroualy contributed to tho aupport of tho institution. 

The ad'airs of tho Hospital havo been econorniudly managed, as will bo seen by 
the amount of suHerings roliovod and tho Treasurer's account of tho expenditure. 

In closing this report tho Directors regret that the change introduced by tho 
Govornmont will prpvont them again offering their services, and from tho applications 
whieli liavu been received for a return of aubscriptions and tho opinions cxpresacd of 
tho chaiigo, thoy foar that tho closing of one of tho most useful institutions of the 
Provihoe will ultimately bo the result. ' ^ ' •• ' ^ ■ ■ . . ....
